Friday  afternoon  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  Union,  Chuck  Ack- 
erlow,  regional  NSA  chairman, 
asked,  “Is  NSA  the  body  we 
want  to  represent  us  on  the 
world  scene?” 

BESIDES  questioning  the  fair- 
ness of  the  mechanical  function- 
ing of  the  National  Student  Con- 
gress this  summer,  Ackerlow 
summarized  the  basic  Utah  view- 
point when  he  said  he  was  “dis- 
appointed” with  the  Congress 
and  suggested  that  both  NSA 
and  the  Congress  overemphasiz- 
ed national  and  international  po- 
litical situations  and  neglected 
important  university  problems. 

Because  of  dissatisfactions 
voiced  by  attending  schools  with 
the  functioning  of  NSA  .and  a 
concern  over  its  moving  into 
the  political  scene,  Rettig  was  in- 
vited to  Utah  to  discuss  the 
problems.  There  were  nearly  50 
at  the  meeting;  17  were  from 
BYU.  Delegates  from  University 
of  Utah.  Utah  State  University, 

College  of  Southern  Utah  and 
Weber  College  also  attended. 

PINEGAR  commented  Satur- 
day that  “at  least  one  school  ad- 
vocates withdrawal”  after  eval- 
uating Rettig's  presentation.  A 
BYU  recommendation  framed 
from  an  evaluation  of  the  meet- 
ing is  “rather  than  having  the 
NSA  coordinator  appointed  that 
he  be  elected  by  the  student- 
body  and  that  there  be  at  least 
three  students  elected  to  rep- 
resent the  studentbody  in  NSA.” 

After  questioning  in  the  Fri- 
day meeting,  Rettig  admitted 
that  the  Congress  was  more  pol- 
itical than  in  other  years,  and

‘Just  Another  Ball  Game’  Says 
Series  Pitcher  Vernon  Law

The  1960  World  Series  will  go 
into  the  record  books  as  one  of 
the  most  dramatic,  thrill-stuffed, 
tension-filled  sports  events  of  all 
time. 

What  does  this  tension  do  to  a 
player?  How  does  he  adjust  to 
the  added  pressure  of  a World 
Series  game.  N 

TO  VERNON  LAW,  front-line 
pitcher  of  the  World  Champion 
Pittsburgh  Pirates,  the  World 
Series  tension  was  lost  in  the 
prospect  of  “just  another  ball 
game.” 

“As  long  as  I was  on  the 
mound  and  expending  my  energy 
the  tension  didn’t  bother  me,” 
said  Law  in  a press  conference 
Friday  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. “On  the  bench,  however, 
it's  a different  matter.” 

LAW,  THE  fireballing  right- 
hander who  had  a 20-9  record 
for  the  Pirates,  named  Eddie 
Mathews,  slugging  third-base- 
man of  the  Milwaukee  Braves  as 
the  toughest  “out”  in  the  national 
League. 

“I  would  have  to  choose  Math- 
ews over  Hank  Aaron  because  I 
can  usually  force  Aaron  to  hit ; 
the  ball  on  the  ground,”  said 
Law. 

VERNON  SAID  that  his  great- 
est thrill  was  when  the  Pirates 
won  the  World  Series.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  the  greatest  con- 
tributing factor  to  the  Pirates’ 
success  was  team  spirit  and  de- 
termination. He  accredited  the 
Bucs*  fiery  third-sacker,  Don 
Hoak  with  this  spirit. 

“You  have  to  have  a guy  like 
Hoak  on  a winning  ball  club,” 
said  Law.  “On  the  field  he’s  a 
fighter,  but  off  the  field  he’s  a 
Completely  different  person.” 
Law  said  that  on  the  field  Hoak 
puts  out  100  per  cent  and  he  ex- 
pects everyone  else  to  do  the 
same. 

LAW  contributed  his  own 
great  success  this  season  to  his 
control.  He  walked  only  40  in 
276  innings.  “My  fast  fall  is  my 
best  pitch,”  he  said,  “but  it 
wouldn’t  do  me  any  good  if  I 
couldn’t  control  it."

Two  passes  off 
the  nimble  fingers  of  Ramiro 
iEscandon,  sensational  Pioneer 
quarterback,  sent  the  ball  over 
!the  goal  line  for  the  first  score 
■ of  the  game.  The  kick  was  wide 
leaving  the  score  6-0. 

WITH  FOUR  minutes  left  to 
play  in  the  half,  Hancock  let  one 
fly  to  Bruce  Samples  in  the  end 
zone  to  tie  up  the  score. 


Hancock,  a left-footed  kicker, 
converted  to  make  the  score  7-6. 

Denver  in  an  attempt  to  regain 
the  lead  marched  to  the  BYU  10 
yard  line,  where  two  incomplete 
passes  set  up  a fourth  down  fif- 
teen situation.  . 

NORM  TRINQUE’S  pass  in- 
tended for  Pioneer  end,  John 
Hayhurst  was  intercepted  by 
Steve  Sullivan  on  the  BYU  15 
and  returned  to  the  29  to  end 
all  threat  of  another  DU  score 
in  the  first  half. 

The  Cougar’s  second  score 
came  in  the  third  period,  after 
only  minutes  of  play.
